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HISTORY OF THE ASSAY OFFICES. 


In an early day it was the general policy not only in the United States 


but in other countries to have ‘yumerous mints, located either where the pre- 
cious 5 metals were mined or in important commercial cities. The mechanical 


equipment of a mint was then insignificant compared with that of 4 modern 


‘ 


mint, and the coinage operations were relatively smaller. Our first Mint 


‘was established at Philadelphia in 1792. In 1835, gold having peen discover= 


ed in the Appalachiem range from Morth Carolina to Georgia, & mint was es- 


tablished at Charlotte in the former State and at Dehlonega in the Latter.. 


Tie some act provided for another at New Orleans to take care of the gold 


and silver which came in at that porte These three mints were in operation 


until the outbreak of the Civil War. After the War the lint at New Orleans 


was re-opened for coinage purposes, the office at Charlotte was re-opened 
as an Assay ortico only, and the Office at Dahlonege was abandoned.

Thero is no pantvasodade reason 
for the location of a mint et Philadelphia, but the investuent there anounts 
to over $2,000,000, and it is a convenient location for the mamfacture and 
distribution of the smaller coins which, in fact, comprise the chief output 
of the mints.

The appropriations carried by the Act of Naroh 4, 1913, for the 
legislative, exsevutive and judicial expenses of the Government, and for 
other purposes, include the sum of $10,000 for the use of the Buremu of 
the lint in dcfraying the transportation of coin and bullion between 
assay offices and mints. The ectual sessilis for this purpose 
during the figcal year ended June 30, 1912, were $26,577.74; the appro- 
priation for the current year ie $25,000 ane will all be required. The 
estimate for the fiscel year 1913-14 was $25,000; the reduction from this - 
amount to $10,000 was originally made by the House of Representatives 
undoubtedly upon the theory that. the Assay Offices at Deadwood, Helena, 
Boise, Salt Lake Jity and Carson City would be abolished, but when these 
offices were reatored to the bill by the conference comnittee the approprie 
ation for the transnortation was not increased. The result is that after 
the $10,000 available is exhausted bullion will acoumlate in these small 
offices, and must be held at considerable risk as they are not equipped 
with vaults and safes of the most modern make, and the number of employees 
in each office must be reduced. An additional appropriation of $15,000 


will be necessary for the transportation of coin and bullion.
